Deutschland arrived at this port early

Wednesdny morning.

U-53 ARRIVES IN GERMANY

Submarine Destroyed Five Vessels in
Day While Near America—Was
Reported Sunk.

German submarine U-58 has returned
safely to a German port, according to
an officinl announcement on Tuesday.

The German submarine U-53, in ¢om-
mand of Lieut.
